1. Raise the Printer's Front Cover. 



2. On each of the hinges (left and right) that hold the Cover, you'll find four screws. Take 
out the two smaller screws (on each side) and remove the Panels. (For safe keeping, re- 
insert the two screws into the holes.) See Figure 1. 

3. Lower the Front Cover. 

4. Pull the printer Paper Release Lever forward (toward the front of the printer) 

5. Pull the Paper Bail towards the front of the Printer. 

6. Set the Tractor Feed on the Platen Shaft. 
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7. Press the Latch Knobs (located on the left 
and right sides of the Tractor Feed - - see 
Figure 2) towards the front of the Printer. 
Gently position the Tractor Feed over the 
Platen Shaft and release the Knobs. The Trac- 
tor Feed will then be attached to the Platen 
Shaft. (See Figure 3) 



8. Gently turn the Platen to insure proper mesh- t 
ing of the gears. 



9. Be sure the Tractor Feed's Pressure Release 
Lever fits over the Printer's Paper Release 
Lever (See Figure 2).

10. Insert the Upper and Lower Paper Nets (if not installed yet) by gently squeezing together 
and inserting the ends into the holes on the back of the Tractor Feed. (See Figure 4)

Positioning the Paper 



1. Be sure the Paper Bail is pulled to the front, away from the platen. 

2. Push the Tractor Feed's Pressure Release Lever back (towards the rear of the Printer). 

3. Insert paper over the top of the Lower Paper Net and behind the Platen. 

4. Advance the paper until it appears on the front side of the Platen. 

5. Pull the Pressure Release Lever forward (towards the front of the Printer) and gently pull 
the paper up to the Tractor Feed Sprocket Guide Pins. (See Figure 5)

6. Lift (open) the Top Guide Pin Clamps and position the paper Guide Holes over the 
Sprocket Guide Pins. (Be sure to keep the paper straight.) Close the Guide Pin Clamps. 

Note: Keep the paper tight. Loose or slack paper will not feed properly. 

7. Open the Bottom Guide Pin Clamps and position the paper's Guide Holes over the 
Sprocket Guide Pins. Close the Guide Pin Clamps. 

8. Push the Paper Bail against the paper. 

9. Advance the paper by turning the Platen so that the paper exits over the top of the Upper 
Paper Net. (See Figure 6)

The setting of the Copy Control Lever depends upon the number of copies (thickness) you're 
printing on. (See Figure 7) Set the Copy Control Lever to the number range corresponding 
to the number of sheets of paper you're printing on.

Removing the Tractor Feed Kit 

To remove the Tractor Feed from the Daisy Wheel II, first remove the paper. Then tilt the 
Tractor Feed unit forward (towards the front of the Printer), press the Latch Knobs towards the 
front of the Printer, and lift up. (See Figure 8.)
